AN ACT Relating to penalties for trading in nonanbulatory
livestock; adding a new section to chapter 16.52 RCW prescribing
penal ti es; and decl aring an energency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 16.52 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) A person is guilty of a gross msdeneanor punishable as
provided in RCW9A. 20.021 if he or she know ngly transports or accepts

delivery of Ilive nonanbulatory livestock to, from or between any
livestock market, feedlot, slaughtering facility, or simlar facility
that trades in |ivestock. The transport or acceptance of each

nonanbul atory livestock animal is considered a separate and distinct
vi ol ati on.

(2) Nonanmbul atory livestock nust be humanely euthanized before
transport to, from or between |ocations |listed in subsection (1) of
this section.

(3) Livestock that was anmbul atory prior to transport to a feedl ot
and beconmes nonanbulatory because of an injury sustained during
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transport may be unloaded and placed in a separate pen for
rehabilitation at the feedlot.

(4) For the purposes of this section, "nonanbul atory 1|ivestock"
means cattle, sheep, swine, goats, horses, nules, or other equine that
cannot rise froma recunbent position or cannot wal k, including but not
limted to those with broken appendages, severed tendons or |iganents,
nerve paralysis, a fractured vertebral column, or netabolic conditions.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary for the immediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
